Yichowfu, in the south-castern part of 
Shantung, 

. From a’ strategic viewpoint, the 
Japanese are trying to avoid fighting 
along the Tientsin-Pukow rallway line 
where_there_is_heavy—concentrations. 
of Chinese troops. The Japanese left 
flank alms to capture Talochwang In 
order to ourflank Lincheng, where 
there is a heavy Chinese concentra- 
tion. Hsuchow will be isolated when 
Kweitch ts captured. 


CHINESE FIGHT FURIOUSLY 


It. js now tae coldest period in 
China, and it is snowing on the 
northern Honan front, while heavy 
rain has fallen In the Inst few days 
In the Yangtse valley. 

According to Chinese reports, the 
Chinese troops participating in opera- 


‘ tlons In the Immediate vicinity of 


Wuhu and Hangchow all ignored the 
rain, and advanced furlously in their 
wet clothes, 

About 2,000 Japanese are defending 
Wuhu, are scattered between 
the Socony Installation at Wuhu, the 
Bank of China, which has been made 
the Japanese headquarters, and the 
Wuhu Customs House. 

Yesterday Japanese planes again 
bombed the Chinese attackers. How- 
ever the Chinese are desperately hold- 
ing. the hills around Wuhu city. 
Chinese troops also claimed to have 
recaptured Kwangtch and Yuhang 
and have now reached the vicinity of 
Lingyin Temple in the West Lake 
scenic aren. 

*. Central. News says thot two regl- 
‘ments of Inner Mongolian troops 
stationed at Chining cast of the Sul- 
yuan province, mutinied on January 
ond’ declared alleglance to the 
‘Central Government. During the 
ensuing fighting between = the 
mutinecra and Japanese troops, both 
sides suffered heavy casualties. The 
two Mongollan regiments have now 
sucecoded in reaching a certain place 
‘beyond Japaneso contro! and will be 
reorganised into Chinese national 
armies.—Untted Press.

JAPANESE: EVIDENCE 


‘At the Central Magistracy "yes- 
terday, Mr, Edwards reserved judg- 
ment until to-day in .the summons 
against the Shun Hing Bleycle Com< 
pany,.of Johnston Road, for posses- 
sion of bleycles-bearing a trade-mark 
caleulated to: deceive, 

The summons was brought by A. 
J, Ruptls, of the British Bicycle Com- 
pany, Hennessy. Rond, agents | for 

A. He was represented. by Mr. 
G S, Hugh-Jones and Mr. M, dao 

Wong Sulricee, 
manager of Shun Hing. 

Defendants were’ alleged to have 
had bicycles manufactured {n Japan, 
and bearing the mark 'S.S.B., which, 
the prosecutlon alleged, was an in- 
fringement of the B.S.A. mark. 

-K. Takashima,. assistant manoger 
of the Tal Fook Trading Co., of Des 
Vocux Road Central, sald his firm 
had been doing business with Shun 
Hing for some time, and had sold 
them blcycles bearing the SS.B. 
mark. These were manufactured: in 
Japan, and the Tal Fook Trading 
Company were the agents in Hong- 
kong. ° 

Ten cases of SS.B, bleycles arriy- 
ed in Hongkong on May 16, ond were 
delivered to Shun Hing..on July 16, 
On July 28, 0 letter of complaint was 
received from Shun. Hing, and Tal 
Fook communicated with the manu- 
Macturera In Japan but no: reply was 
received. 


DID NOT KNOW B.3.A, 


Cross-examined by .Mr. Hugh- 
Jones, Takashima sald his firm had 
been importing S.S.B. bicycles for 
over three years, but he was not 
famillar with the. BS.A, mark, It 
was .not unusual for his. firm to be 
asked to take back goods, he. said, 
ond agreed that the only reason the 
bleycles were returned was because 
machines manufactured {in Japan 
edould not be sold owing to the hos- 
tilities, . 

Asked tb translate the letter welt 
ten to the manufacturers, Dr. M, 
Itoh, interpreter, said the letter read: 

“T have recelved a Jetter from the 
buyer regarding the S.S.B, mark,. ag 
the trade-mark of the BS.A. has al- 
I fenr that 

the 8.S.B. mark will be regarded as 
being almost similar, and therefore 
on infringement of the mark, Al- 
though I think it is-‘Impossible for 
you to take back the bicycles, I hope 
-you will consider the matter for the 
sake of the buyer.” 

Yu Ping-keung, articled clerk in 
Wilkinson ond Grist, was recalled by 
Mr. Hugh-Jones to give evidence in 
rebuttal. Yu said he went to Shun 
Hing on December 11 and tried to 
purchase a bicycle with the S.S.B. 
mark, but there was no bicycle of 
that make in the shop, He asked a 
fok! if he had any to cheung kim- 
(S.S.B.) bicycles for sale, and the 
foki repliled he had them in the go- 
down, 

. Yu_snid__he_nsked. for_a_sample,. 
and the foki replied it was the same 
as the sheung cheung type. The 
foli, on: being asked, sald the price 
was $23. He agreed to scll him a 
bicycle at first, and. went to the 
counter where he went over his 
books, but on returning, sald he 
could not sell him one machine, as 

iit was inconvenient to do so, the 

cases in the godown ‘being.at the bot- 
tom of a stack of other goods, and 
he ‘ould rather sell , .4 whole case 
instead, 


TOLD THE TRUTH' 


Mr, Silva put it to Yu that it was 
not true that the foki said it was in- 
‘convenient to sell one machine, but 
Yu maintained that what he said was 
true, - 

Mr, Silva said the defence was that 
‘defendant did not have the S.S.B. 
bicycles on December 16 for the 
purposes of sale, trade or manufac- 
ture. “ When he discovered that the 
B.S.A, mark was registered, he {m= 
mediately gave orders for the S.S.B. 
bleycles to be repacked, with in+ 
structions that they were not to be 
sold, Besides these machines, he 
also had other bicycles of Japanese 
make in the shop. That, Mr, Silva 
contended, clearly established that 
the question of innbility to acll 
Japanese bicycles did not arise at the 
time, when the sales were stopped. 
The sales. were stoppedyonly  be- 


cause Yefendant. discovered that the | 


B.S.A. mark was. registered. 

Mr, Hugh-Jones pointed out that 
defendant had not chosen to sect up 
n defence of Innocence, which, if he 
had, might have succeeded. Defen- 
dant may have been trying to get rid 
of the bicycles,. but he had the 
bicycles ‘In his possession for the pur- 
poses of sale or trade on December 
16. That was the only reason why 
the bicycles had gone to defendant.

A recent decree ordering the im- 
mediante cessation of - indiscriminate 
and, wholesale expulsions from the, 
Communist Party has been explained 
In a special article in Pravda, the 
seml-oficlal organ. ee al 

‘The decree provides for the dis- 
position within three months of cases 
Involving tens of thousands of mem- 
bers of the party: who have appealed 
against thelr expulsions, many 
which were instigated by tocal party 
leaders. : ; 

Under the dceeree, discharge fron\ 
employment will no longer be one of 
the penalties of expulsion from tho 
party, und the reinstatement within 
fifteen days of all who ‘have lost 
thelr positions through such oxpul- 
sions has been ordered, 

Tho decree, - however, docs not 
terminate the periodic “purges” which 
have brought odium on the Sovict 
system. On the contrary, Pravda 
declares that the struggle against the 
Trotskyltes is by no means finished, 
and allfree and unfree enemies of 
the party must be stamped out. The 
decree, states the newspaper, simply 
metns the reinstatement of Innocent 
persons who have been expelled 
by over-zealous provincial party 
“bosses,” i 

At the same time, the widest 
publicity has been given to a resolu- 
tlon of the Sovict Supreme Court, 
the enforcement of the constitutlonal 
guarantee of the right of every Sovict 
citizen to employment. Persons dis- 
charged for incompetence must be 
found other employment, the decree 
states, - : 

The deerce is held as a new for- 
ward step ushering in. the end of 
burenucratic “bossism,” and a more 
Judicial attitude is expected for 
persons suspected of political . un- 
reliability. 

Citizens of the Sovict are to be 
freed in future from responsbility for 
the political crimes of the relatives. 
—Reuter, ‘

Barcelona, Jan, 19. 

Inn vivid despatch describing the 
scenes of horror following the sir 
raid on’ Barcelona to-day, a United 
Press‘ correspondent says: 

“Following 05 seconds of hell, 1 
visited a section where two  seven- 
storey stone apartments hud been 
pulverised by bombs, The — raid 
caused 250 deaths and another 400 
were wounded. Some of the bodies 
had been flung half a block from the 
place where the bombs fell and the 
gutters ran with blood, and torn bits 
of flesh were everywhere. 

Hundreds were kilied Jn the strects, 
and more thon 600 ambulances 
assisted field ambulances, which 
were set up In the ° streets. 
However, the wild confusion 
hampered the work of mercy. 

. The Loyalists have described the 
slaughter as  “Fasclsm's worst 
barbarism" so far. 

Almost simultancously with the alr 
raid, General Franco's artillery 
blasted Madrid for 00 minutes, at a 
rate of three. shells per second, and 
heavy casualties ore known to have 
occurred.—Uniled Press.

Unseasonable humidity . and 
temperature is still delaying the 
advent of real winter in Hong- 
kong. s 

Yesterdoy’s temperature, varying 
between 62 ond 68 degrees, is al- 
most ten degrees above the normal 
racan tempcrature for the month of 
January, while humidity, which 
reached 94 per cent. at 10 o'clock 
thls morning, Is twenty per cent. 
above the normal mean forthe first 
month of the year. - 

This morning's humidity, which is 
only six per centr below saturation 
point, is the highest recorded . in 
Hongkong since December 16, and 
ds within a few per cent of the 
highest ever recorded in the Colony 
during the month of January, 

Residents on the Peak are. parti- 
cularly feeling the inconvenience 
caused by this month’s unscasonal 
weather, and elsewhere In the Colony 
coal and firewood merchants have 
so far done little trade this winter. 

Present conditions are likely to 
continue, and fog Is predicted in the 
forecast for the next 24 hours. 

The official forecast, Issued at 10 
a.m., predicts Cloudy weather genc- 
rally with fog at rst, with the pro- 
babliity of drizzle or light rain fol- 
lowing.

direct line, without permission for 
stopover at a United States port. 


LOAN SUBSIDIES 


They have further asserted that 
the United States government has 
subsidised the Pacifle merchant 


marine—with—construction—loans—(at:-}|-—— 


1% per cent. interest), and with 
operation subsidies, to cover the 
differential between the operating 
cost of American and foreign’ vessels, 


United States maritime offictals 
have prepared data to show that the 
British indirect subsidies to its mer- 
chant marihe “is as’ great if not 
&reater than that piven by the United 
States governments: It will also be 
said that the British ocean mall on 
subsidy constitutes a much greater 
“discrimination” “than © exists'in the 
United States merchant marine. 


This entire problem, at any rate, 
Will furnish some of the more spec- 
tacular fireworks in the “big push”

SPEAK SLANG © 


LANG has had a good 
many defenders in re- 
cent years. It is 

claimed that it is vivid 
and picturesque—living lan- 
guage in comparison, pre- 
sumably, with the dead 
language of literature. 


To my mind there are 
some kinds of slang that 
are worth. defending and 
others that-are not. Some 
slang words and expressions 
are so good that they 
becomé a permanent part 
of the language. Others 
have no more vitality than 
the ordinary foxtrot’ and 
perish quickly by general 
consent. a 


It is these perishers among 
words that give slang a bad 
name. Take the slang use of 
the word “definitely,” © for 
example, which is so common 
to-day. It is a mere sound issu- 
ing from the mouth, sometimes 
meaning “yes” and sometimes 
meaning scarcely anything at 
all. It is repeated on all sides. 
as if by a race.of Robots. This 
is not living language at all; it 
is the language of mechanical 
dolls. 


The rate of mortality in this 
kind of slang - is, fortunately, 
high. How good it is to know 
that the word “top-hole” a3 an 
expression of high praise is-al- 
ready as dead as the Dodo. It 
was already obsolete, according 
to Mr. Eric Partridge’s new 
"Dictionary of Slang,” by 1916.

In the matter of, usefulness c 


and picturesqueness, slang has 
contributed richly to the Eng- 
lish vocabulary. That useful 
‘word “mob” was once slang. 
“Flummoxed” is an admirable 
word that was used by Tony 
Weller when he declared that 
Mr. Pickwick would be flum- 
moxed if he did not get an 
“alleybi? in the breach-of-pro- 
mise case. : 


“Penny-fathing,” again, gives 
us a real image of the old high 
bicycle with one large wheel and 

.one very small one; and who 
could write a history of strikes

Itis‘anticipated that Prince Konoye 
will tell the Diet that Japan ts ex- 
pected ‘to hnve more delicate rela- 
tlons regarding the Far Eust with 
Britain, America, France © and 
Russia, Japan will huve the sincere 
desire to improve relations with 
third Powers. Meunwhile Japan will 
continue jn her determination to 
stablUse the Orient. . 


The Premier most likely. will say 
thot he desires the people to realise 
the gravity of the situation «nd to 
prepare far turning point when the 
country will pass from the old :into 
the new cra, when some reforms will 
be necessary, 


He will also ask approval for the

‘LONDON NOTES TONE 
OF CONCILIATION 


_ London, Jan, 19. 
The reference made to Britain by 
Prince Konoye in his statement 
yesterday, is thought In London to be 
nimed at off-setting the challenging: 
‘attitude adopted by Admiral Srotsusu, 
the Japanese Home Minister, in his 
recent pronouncement.
